They also pointed out that 
a study among Mexican chil¬ 
dren showed many who were 
free of polio antibody (the 
blood agent that fights in¬ 
fection) but who failed to 
develop Antibodies when giv¬ 
en the vaccine. This appar¬ 
ently occurred because they 
were already Infected with a 
nonpolio enterovirus (one 
that lives in the gastrointes¬ 
tinal tract) and this infec¬ 
tion blocked the implanta¬ 
tion of the polio virus.

ORDINANCE NO. 636 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OP SIERRA MADRE AMENDING 
SECTIONS 7506 AND 7508 OF THE 
SIERRA MADRE CITY CODE RE¬ 
LATING TO THE RELOCATION 
OP BUILDINGS. AND PROVIDING 
FOR THE IMMEDIATE ENACT¬ 
MENT THEREOF. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OP SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. Section 7506 of the 
Sierra Madre City Code Is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 7506. Not to be Issued 
for buildings unsafe, unsanitary 
or otherwise undesirable in new 
locations. 

(a) No permit required by this 
chapter shall be issued to relo¬ 
cate any building or structure, 
which In the opinion of the 
Planning Commission is so con¬ 
structed or In such condition as 
to be dangerous: or which is 
Infested with pests or unsani¬ 
tary; or which, If It Is a dwell¬ 
ing or habitation la unfit for 
human habitation; or If the pro¬ 
posed use Is prohibited by the 
zoning laws of the city; or If 
the dwelling Is so dilapidated, 
defective, unsightly or In such 
condition of deterioration or 
disrepair that Its location at the 
proposed site would cause ap¬ 
preciable barm to or be mate¬ 
rially detrimental to the prop¬ 
erty or Improvements In the 
district within one thousand 
feet of the proposed site; or If 
the structure is of a type pro¬ 
hibited. at the proposed loca¬ 
tion, by any fire district ordi¬ 
nance or by any other law or 
ordinance; provided, however, 
that If the condition of the 
building or structure In the 
Judgment of the Planning Com¬ 
mission admits of practicable 
and effective repair, the permit 
may be issued subject to appro¬ 
priate conditions as hereinafter 
provided. If the unlawful, dan¬ 
gerous or defective condition of 
the building or structure pro¬ 
posed to be relocated Is such 
that remedy or correction can¬ 
not be practicably and effective¬ 
ly made, the permit shall be 
denied. 

(b) The person named in tlie 
application as the person who 
will move the building or struc¬ 
ture to be moved or removed 
shall furnish evidence of public 
liability Insurance covering in¬ 
juries to persons and property 
by reason of the proposed mov¬ 
ing or removing of said building 
In a reasonable amount to be 
approved by the Building In¬ 
spector, but in no event less 
than $10,000 (Ten Thousand 
Dollars). 

(c) Where the building Is to 
be moved or removed to land 
within the City of Sierra Mudre. 
the applicant or some person on 
his behalf shall file a perform¬ 
ance bond in the amount of 
$5,000.00 (Five Thousand Dol¬ 
lars) In the form of cash or 
surety bond, guaranteeing the 
performance within ninety (90) 
days of all necessary work and 
improvements and the furnish¬ 
ing of all labor and materials 
necessary to make said building 
or structure, when moved to 
such location, comply with any 
applicable laws and ordinances 
Including but not limited to the 
various health, building, and 
zoning regulations of the City 
of Sierra Madre. In the event 
the building is to be moved or 
removed out of the City of Sier¬ 
ra Madre such performance bond 
shall be filed guaranteeing the 
completion of such removal as 
prescribed by the terms of the 
permit issued hereunder. 

SECTION 2. Section 7508 of the 

Sierra Madre City Code Is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 7508. Denial of Permit. 

(a) If the written report of 
the Building Inspector or the Chambers of 
findings of the Planning Com- sierra Madre, 
mission shows that the moving sierra Madrt 
or removing of the building or 
structure specified In the appli¬ 
cation may not be done safely 
without demolishing or destroy¬ 
ing the same, the Planning 
Commission shall deny the ap¬ 
plication for a permit to move 
or remove said building or 
structure. 

(b) If the written report of 
the Building Inspector shows 
that where the building or 
structure specified In the appli¬ 
cation Is to be moved or re¬ 
moved into the City of Sierra 
Madre that said building or 
structure may not be made to 
conform with the requirements 
of any laws and ordinances ap¬ 
plicable thereto, the Planning 
Commission shall deny the ap¬ 
plication for a permit to move 
or remove said building or 
structure unless the applicant 
can and does select another lo¬ 
cation within the city limits of 
Sierra Madre to which said 
building or structure may be 
moved or removed In conform¬ 
ance with any laws and ordi¬ 
nances applicable thereto; or 
unless the applicant selects an¬ 
other location not subject to the 
jurisdiction of the City of Sierra 
Madre. 

(c) The action of the Plan¬ 
ning Commission in granting or 
denying an application for a 
permit hereunder shall be final 
and conclusive unless an appeal 
in writing is filed with the City 
Council by the applicant or any 
aggrieved property owner within 
thirty days. The City Council 
tipon receipt of the written ap¬ 
peal shall conduct a duly adver¬ 
tised public bearing on the mat¬ 
ter and the action of the City 
Council following such hearing 
shall be final and conclusive. 

SECTION 3. The City Council 

hereby finds and determines that 
the public health, safety and wel¬ 
fare and the preservation thereof 
require the Immediate enactment 
of this Ordinance as an urgency 
measure. The reasons for such 
Immediate enactment are: 

1. That the relocation of decrep¬ 
it, deteriorated or other buildings 
in a state of disrepair into mod¬ 
ern and well developed areas cre¬ 
ates severe problems of health and 
welfare. 

2. That the same causes neigh¬ 
borhood arguments and bad feel¬ 
ing. 

, 3. That the same disrupts the 
normal and usual accord and 
peace of a neighborhood. 

4. That the same Is detrimental 
to property values and public 
property. 

SECTION 4. PENALTY. Any per¬ 
son. firm or corporation violating 
this Ordinance shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thmof shall be punishable by a 
fine of not more than $500.00 or 
by imprisonment In the City or 
County Jail for a period of not to 
exceed 6 months, or by both such 
fine and Imprisonment. 

SECTION 5. This Ordinance shall 
become effective at once. 

SECTION 6. The city Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of 
this Ordinance and shall cause the 
same to be published once in the 
Sierra Madre News, a newspaper 
of general circulation, printed, 
published and circulated in the 
City of Sierra Madre.
